“We eat for one purpose only, and that purpose is to 
actually put back into the blood-stream what has been 
used up in the life processes hour by hodr and which ¡r 
eternally being uaed up in every living beings Our “food” 
has been made up for civilised man without taking this 
fact into consideration. It has not been done, as so many 
are ready to charge, with criminal intent, but merely 
because mankind has been ignorant o f this fundamental 
principle. 
We have refined our foods and separated 
them into parts, rejecting this or that, without knowing 
that in such rejection we have been rejecting the very 
thing nature provided for our sustenance.
